Thb Bumtimjui iBst evffliing annonnoed 
the approaoh of a cold wave and noted 
that the mercury would fall 20"degreeB 
twenty-four 
hours. 
The worst 
is realized and if the average citizen was 
not aware of the approaoh of the frosty 
traveler it Is because they do not read a 
live newspaper. 


The air last night began to stiffen up 
and at midnight the thermometer was 8 
or 9 bolow zerOk It recorded 19 below 
at 4 o'clock this morning and at 7 this 
morning hovered between 12 and 15 de- 
grees below. This cold is keen and its 
solid, stinging proclivities have not been 
equalled in severity this winter, nor did 
1885 excel it in frigid proportions. 


Gray frost covered horses, the wind 
softly whistled through the whiskers of 
the pedestrians and turned the ear of the 
pretty shop girl into a bright pink. 


The cold wave predicted by Thk Sbn- 
TDnni during New Year's night the mer- 
cury fell 10 degrees below zero. 
On 
Monday morning it was still colder, the 
standard and minimum 
themometer 
standing about 16 degrees below zero at 
8 o'clock a. m. 
This was probably the 
coldest morning, after sunrise, on record. 
During the Januaiy cold snap of 1885 
the mercury fell no lower. 


The average temperature of Decem- 
ber, 1886, computed from tri-daily ob- 
servations, was 19.4 degrees.

John L. Worden, who was a young navy 
lieutenant in 1662, and who commanded 
E!rics3on's Monitor during that vessérs en- 
gagement with the Confederate ram Merri- 
mac on the 9th of March of that year, has 
just been placed on the retired list of the 
navy. 
His record has been that of an hon- 
orable and brave man, and. his rank at the 
time of his retirement was that oí rear 
admiral 


RKAB ADMIBAL WOBDEN. 


There is no doubt that the engagement be- 
tween the Monitor and the Merrimac was one 
of the decisive naval encounters of the civil 
war. Had the Merrimac's work of destruction 
been allowed to continue, the end of the con- 
test might have come at once and in favor of 
the south instead of the north. The history of 
the Monitor's construction is well remem- 
bered. 
How she was designed, rushed on 
the stocks and launched in a hun-y, how she 
proved herself unseawortby dm'ing her voy- 
age from New York to Hampton roads and 
how her crew was completely 
exhausted, 
from loss of sleep and ceaseless efforts to keep 
her afloat when the action was begun, need 
only be referred to in passing. 


But in view of the retirement of Admiral 
Worden it may not be out of place to recall 
some of the details of the fight itself. 


Anchorage was made in Hampton roads at 
9 p. m. on the 8th, and though neither oflScers 
nor men had slept for nearly thirty-.six hours 
they passed a wakeful night, not knowing at 
what moment they might be attacked by the 
Merrimac. the Confederacy's new ironclad 
ram, that had already destroyed the United 
States frigates the CJumberland and the CJon- 
gjess. As soon as daylight came Commander 
Worden decided to force matters without de- 
lay, and first taking position to defend the 
Minnesota, 
which 
the 
Merrimac 
had 
marked 
for her next victim, boldly at- 
tacked 
the 
destroyer 
of 
the 
previous 
day. 
At first the insignificant appearance 
of the Monitor tended to produce a feeling of 
derision on the part of the officers and men of 
the Merrimac. 
But it was soon found that 
the queer craft that had come to protect the 
Minnesota was no ordinary adversary. 


THE ACCIDENT TO COMMANDER WORDEW. 
When it was discovered that solid shot had 
no perceptible effect 
upon the Monitor's 
turret the Merrimac sought to run her down, 
but ineffectually. At last a shell struck the 
pilot house of the Monitor, exploding directly 
in 
front 
of 
the 
grate 
through 
which 
Commander 
Worden 
was watching 
the 
Merrimac's 
movements. 
The 
explosion 
damaged 
the pilot house materially and 
blinded 
and 
seriously 
hurt 
the 
com- 
mander. 
Instantly there 
was 
confusion 
and excitement on board the Monitor, and 
firing was stopped till the extent of the in- 
jmies to the vessel and her captain should be 
learned. 
The Merrimac, which was leaking 
badly, took advantage of the lull to retire and 
the contest was over. 


During the next two months the Monitor 
lay at Hampton roads, and Dec. 29, having 
been repaired in the meantime, she was taken 
in tow by the Rhode Island, bound for Beau- 
fort, S. C. This voyage was her last, for she 
went down off Hatteras the next night in a 
gale. 


During 
her 
fight 
with 
the 
Merrimac 
great trouble was experienced with her 
turret, which was hard to work, and there 
were constant apprehensions that the machin- 
ery which caused it to revolve would be dis- 
abled. 
But these fears were not realized, and 
the Monitor's success established the turret 
ship as a type of war vessel which has since 
come into very general use. 


SECTION OF MONITOA'B TURRET. 


The work of Admiral Worden on that 
memorable day will never be forgotten. 
Ho 
joined his ship a sick man and he fought the 
worli's fii-st iron clad battle without specific 
orders. 
The honors which were granted him 
were well earned. 


The portrait given with this brief sketch 
has been redrawn from that which illustrated 
Commander Greene's excellent article en- 
titled "In the Monitor Turret," published in 
The Century Magazine for March, 1885. 
The 
handsome sword shown in the picture was 
presented to Admiral Worden by the state of 
XiewYork soon after the engagement with 
the Merrimac.

The case before the Sen- 
ate was that of Mrs. Barbara Fnchs, of 
Fountain City, Wis., whom the Honse 
has passed a bill to pension, on the 
ground that she was the dependent 
mother of John Fuohs, a private in 
Company H, Sixth Wisconsin Volun- 
teers, who was killed in the assault on 
Petersburg. 
Mrs. Fuchs* application 
for a pension bad been rejected at the 
Pension OflSce on the ground that she 
was only a step-mother, and so, as the 
law stands, not entitled to a pension. 
The eviden-e showed that the soldier 
was only three years old when his fath- 
er married the present Mrs. Fuohs, 
that he had contributed out of his 
bounty and pay to the support of his 
parents, that they were poor people 
who needed such assistance, and that 
the father is now dead. 
Senator Cock- 
rell objected to the bill on the ground 
that a case of dependence had not 
been made out. but nearly all the 
S^ators, regardless of party, decided 
that Mrs. Fuchs should have a pension.
